demand The exact acrengo pto-cmptiHl 
in the valley since the year opened 
are not prepared to state; but wo know 
that four niontha ago tho number of pie- 
emi)tio"3 was far iu excess of those of any 
urevums vear, and tho demand for those 
beautiful and fertile lands is constant and 
ever iucreaeing. Of courso.tbis occupation 
of public domain could not go on with- 
out a largo increase of population, and 
„e should not be tfurprised soon to learn 
that tho district of New Westminster bus 
doubled its population within two years. 
■Whero there is populaliou there will bo 
trade and there is no reason to doubt 
that the disliict of Now WestiiuustQr will 
Dresontly bo the busiest as well a a tho must 
Douulous locality iu the Provmeo. NV ith 
ricii fertile soil, rcquirinif m most cii'^os 
I,o axo to bri'ig it under cnltivalion; with 
salmon tisherios unrivalled lu quality aud 
exhau>tloss in oxtout; with vast forests 
of tho best desoiiptions of timber, and, 
above aud beyond all these— with millions 
of acres open to pre-eiiiptiou, tho lower 
Mainland poososses all tlin elements of 
areatness and power— elejneuts that have 
too long been suiTered to lie dorrnaut. 
There ia no " Railway Bolt " to close tho 
door in tho face of settlers. There are no 
restrictions on tho acquirement of n home- 
stead. Tliero is no oOieiul charged with 
the duty of seeing that people do not 
settle on tho public land. The laud is 
opeu to all to oiitor upon aud enjoy. Uow 
fares it with tho Island ? ^Yhllo tho 
lower Eraser is advaucing rapidly in 
■wealth and population, what is tho Island 
doing? Are its farming lands occupied, 
its lumbering, fossil aud mineral resources 
■worked ? its splendid fisheries and harbors 
utilized ? The island — v,-e write it rngrot- 
jylly — is almost at a standstill. While 
the Lower Mainland is advaucing with 
giant strides, the progress of tho Is- 
land is that of the snail. It ia muking 
headway, bnt bo slowly that it ia scarcely 
porceptihlo beyond the limits of the two 
towns of Nanaimo and Victoria. Its lands 
uro practically closed to settlement. They 
are locked up; and, we soiuotimoB think, 
tho key has been tlirowu away or lost. 
The RaiPvay Bolt sits like au incubus on 
everything. It paralyzes tho energies 
and blights tho efl'orts of Capital and La- 
bor alike. Hundreds of families who came 
to prt?-empt laud on the Island and who 
were turned away with the ominous words 
" Railway Belt, " have been invited 
olsewhero to accept as a right what they 
■were denied on tho Islantl os a favor. 
Capitalists have tiavellod many thou^aud 
laiiea to toek n loc'itioa for a eolouy of 
families, and failed to find a resting-place 
for the soles cf their feet on the Island 
"Railway Belt." Aconip-uy formed to 
open a certain mine not many miles from 
Victoria, is balked at its inception 
bv the liailwny Belt. At this very mo- 
ineut capilalists seekinj? a b'cation for a 
largo sawmill on tlio Lilaud lind thoni- 
eelvos hamper-.'d by tho Railway Belt. 
They can iieithQr pro empt nor purch;iso 

nor can tiii.>y "squaf with uny security 

that they will not be summarily cjscted 
ftl some future day. In largo cities one 
often sees a nuinieipnl notice warning all 
j)ersoiis eoQccrned to "ri-in«ivo tliis uui- 
Bupce." Tbo Railway Belt i.s a i)ublic 
nuisance, a stop-gap to proi^ross, a para- 
lyzer of every interest worth fobteriug. It 
has cost the I-land one thousand bona jhle 
soltlerH already aud has probably keui 
three-quarters of a million of dollars from 
circulation in Victoria. The Island Rail 
vcay as a Dominion Qovornuiout work has 
proved a fraud, principally through the 
rejection of Edgar's Ti ruiH. Tho contin- 
uation of the lien on tho Island lands only 
perpetuates that folly. Erery day it re- 
mains on the public sustain un injury. It 
ought, therefore, to be raised at tho ear- 
liest practicable moment. Would we ac- 
cept compensation for tiic Ip'and Rail- 
way ? Aye; willingly. But not tho bn;/- 
a<si/e of §750,000 oiferod. That would bo 
too absurd. Tho aecepfauce of a sum iu- 
Bufficient with tho lands to build unil 
equip a road from Victoria to Nanaimo 
would be a mistake; but the principle of 
compensation ought to be admitted, the 
sum required Ht;d<'il, and a setth'inont cf 
footed (Ml a basis of the eonslriiclion of 
the Island Railway by a eoinpjiiy before 
auotlii r season shall li;iv(( opiuied. No 
doubt the main lino ol railway will be do 
lined during tho present winter, and tlieu 
Lord Carnarvon will be prepared to step 
forward with the compromi-'O foreshadow 
ed in his dispatch of Fobriuiry 18tli. The 
Province will act wisely should it dt-ciih; 
to h ave the niallor in hiiiuls after liav 
iug fix(;d tiio huih to lie exaeted. 

SATURDAY HALF-HOLIDAYS AND 
SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The public) mind in England has lately 
been oonbiderably exercised overpropo.si- 

tiouB to open picture galleries and nuiso- 
ums on Kundays iiud shut the saloaiia. 
Iu England the public voice i.s dciuand- 
ing that such institutions, as tho British 
Museum, picture galleries, etc., bo thrown 
open to the public on Sundays, while, 
from Ireland, Parliament has been onlljd 
upon to pass a Bill for closing the public 
lionses in that part of the Empire on that 
day.This bill.after considerable debate.has 
in tho meantime been withdrawn with the 
view to amondraent, but in England tho 
■agitatjon for opening iiistitutionf of the 
eharacter alluded to on Sunday contiiiiv g 
in full force. Both of these pro])osili-jii.s, 
then, have the same general (d)joet in 
yinw, but seeit by dilVoreut means to nf- 
(jQinpliah. With re(,'iird to tlui npeniiif; of 
public instilutioiri it is eniileiidi'il, aud 
with good r-liow of rer.iMii, tlial if ()j)eiied 
to tho public on week days and closed on 
Sundays tho thanes are virtually doprived 
of tho opportunity of visiting them, and 
t:iiA nriviloge will be reserved for a fnvor- 



thom of the general commutiity on Sun- 
day would not interfere with a proper 
observance of the Sabbath, but rather 
serve to promote it. Amongst tho beno- 
floial ohauges calculated to encourgo a pro- 
per observance of tho Sabbath the prac- 
tice now 60 generally prevailing iu Eng- 
land of giving a half .holiday on Saturday 
has bean proved to have had a most hap- 
py elToct. Tlio example to a liiuiied ex- 
tent has been followed iu this city by 
uic-rclianta aud drygoods houses, aud we 
hope the timo is not far distant when it 
will 'become more general. Whore tlio 
whole of the week is given to toil, and 
there is no respite on Saturday— no leav- 
ing off at noon, or at 3 in the alteruoon, 
obstacles are thrown in the way for pro- 
pur Sabbath observance, and the sacred 
day runs the risk of being devoted to re- 
creation when it is the only period af- 
forded for re^t. On more than ouo oooa- 
sion tho City Council has been called on 
to pass measures for the bettor observance^ 
of the Sabbath. It seems to us that if 
a portion of Saturday was more general- 
ly given for cessation from labor it would 
bo well Ciilculateii to assist that object and 
prove a material bouelit to ycjiuig jieoplo 
engaged iu minierous occupations in the 
city. Boys in the employ of niechaiiies, 
artizans, etc., many of whom have only 
just been put in business, could surely 
bo spared at noon on Saturdays; or, if 
not at noon, say 3iQ the afternoon, so that 
through the week they may have a green 
spot in the wilderness to look forward to 
and not havo to seek for it entirely on 
Sunday. There is no doubt that the lives 
of boys who are kept at work froiii Mon- 
day moruiug until Saturday night, un- 
ehoored by auy temporary respite as the 
week is closing, bocomo one eternal grind, 
and the rising geneiiition w ill naturally 
claim to the Uubbat has provided for their 
amusement. Employers, give the boys a 
"show" on Saturday afternoons.

Ships and Pilotage. 



Editor Colonist: — Allow ino through 
tho medium of your paper to dr.iw the 
attention of merchants and others inter- 
ested in shipping to the aniioyanro and 
iiiconvonieneo to which vessels coining to 
British Columbia are subjected through 
tho sy.steiu uf ])ilotagn iu force in this 
Proviiioe, Let lue illustrate by a case in 
point. The British bark Em-war J, on her 
passage from Portland to Burrard lulet, 
rail into Koyal Eoada seeking a pilot for 
tho Inlet. NVlieu within live minutes' run 
of his anchorage, his topsails being clew- 
ed down aud foresail hauled up, the cap- 
tain of tho bark s;iw a light on a .small 
vessel which proved to bo a pilot-boat. 
In return to the hail from tho pilot, Cup- 
tain Yandervort replied that he wanted a 
pilot for Burrard Inlet. The pilot came 
on board and shortly after lUKdiorcd the 
ship iu tho Roads. Tho Captnu told the 
pilot he wanteil to sail up; but the pilot 
said he would havo to take a steamer. 
The pilot then went ashme instead of re- 
maining by the ship. Nest day a fair 
wind was blowing and Captain Yander- 
vort went ashore , and meeting the pili;t 
in Victoria ho remonstrated with him for 
not sailing tlio ship up with such a fiiir 
wind ill their favor. Tho Eorward had to 
lio iu Royal Koads all that day, and in 
tho evening Captain Yaudorvort was com- 
pelled to engage the services of the steam- 
er Alexander and proceed to his destina- 
tion. On arriving at Burrord lulot tho 
pilot presented a bill to tiio (,'apl.iin 
which, among other ciiarges, ci>nl;;ineii 
one of .53 a foot for anchorage in lioyul 
Roads. The Caiit iin asked tlio iiilol it 
the charges were h gal, aud ho replietl in 
tho allirinativo. Iu the Regulations of 
the Pilotage authority it ia provided that 
anchorage in Eoyal Koads shall bo free 
unless tho services of a pilot are specially 
onjiiaged therefore. Now, tho pilot on 
boarding tho Fonvard pro luced no regu- 
lations of any kind, not evi'ii the (puiran 
tine regulations, (which I believe he is 
bound by law to show the Captain o. 
every foreign ship) , and how on earth 
was the Captain to know whelher tho pi- 
lot was right or wrong? 

On learning tho Pilotage Regiilai i(ins 
tho Captain wrote to tho Piloingo ijom 
mi^isioners doniaiuling a refunil of the 
luouoy, wliieli ho considered was unjusily 
obt.iiiied fr(;in him for anchorage in 
Royal Roads. The answer be obtained, 
like most of the answers emaoatieg from 
tho same worthy source on Mmilar mut- 
ters, was a flippant one. It resembled 
the re|)ly whicli an unruly oflieer would 
oblaiu from his superior. ' The substuict^ 
of it was that he would have to eoino to 
Victoria and have tho inatt'er tried and, 
iu the words of tho iii'iui/iitr., bring the' 
"ai,'e(iser alul the ae'eu^ed face to face." 

Hero the vessel has arrived, and 011 the 
Captain asking for the Pilot Commission 
era he is told they will not meet to- 
day. What is the .'^oquel V Tho Captain, 
ur.iiblu to remain longer, will have to pay 
the lilies and go to aea. Sir, I ask you 
whether tho time has not arrived to put 
au t.nd to tho [iresimt pilotage system ami 
to diMnand the resignation of tho Pilot 
Board? A Mebchant.

A rain of letis than twelve hours dura- 
tion rendered the roads at Sialova, over 
which the Russian sujiplies arc transport- 
ed, coveroil willi mud with gaping holes 
at frequent; intervals. It will bo very 
ditliciilt for the Russians oven to main- 
lain their armies between tho Balkans and 
D.iuube when the summer weather breaks 
up.
